DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 41, 42, 44, 48, 50, 62, 67-69, 71-74, 76, 78, 79, 81, 82, 85 and 88 have been amended in 
the response received April 7, 2010. 
Claims 41-45 and 47-89 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments have overcome the previous rejections over. Neither Cramer nor Csordas teach or 
suggest the use of mercury amalgam includes a noble metal of the type required by claims 41 
and 67 to make a hydrated alumina monolith. Cramer teaches making alumina with mercury then 
applying a noble metal to make a catalyst. Csordas also teaches making alumina using mercury 
on an aluminum body and also the wet oxidizing atmosphere but is silent regarding noble metals 
in the amalgam. There is no suggestion to combine these references to make the process of 
claims 41 or 67. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
